Lenoir  Rhyne  College  alumni  will  take

A  series  of  historical  flashbacks,  focusing 
on  veteran  professors  and  other  personali- 
ties in  the  development  of  Lenoir  Rhyne, 
will  replace  the  traditional  banquet  address. 

The  presentation  will  use  individuals,  col- 
or slides  and  tape  recordings  to  depict  im- 
portant and  amusing  events  in  the  growth 
of  Lenoir  Rhyne  since  its  founding  in  1891. 
On-the-scene  descriptions  will  be  presented 
by  individuals  involved  in  the  event  or  by 
close  acquaintances.

To  Honor  Four 

Lenoir  Rhyne  College  will  award  honor- 
ary degrees  to  four  men — a  church  presi- 
dent, a  seminary  librarian,  a  newspaper  edi- 
tor and  a  missionary — during  the  college's 
75th  annual  spring  commencement  on  May 
30. 

The  degrees  will  go  to  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Franklin  Clark  Fry  of  New  York  City,  pre- 
sident of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America;

the  Rev.  William  Richard  Fritz,  librarian, 
a  cappella  choir  director  and  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  bibliography  and  research  at 
Lutheran  Theological  Southern  Seminary, 
Columbia,  S.  C;  Lester  C.  Gifford,  owner, 
editor  and  publisher  of  the  Hickory  Daily 
Record;  and  the  Rev.  William  P.  Peery,  a 
missionary  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America  who  is  teacher  and  bursar  at  Luth- 
ergiri  Seminary  in  Rajahmundry,  India. 

Dr.  Fry,  who  will  preach  the  baccalau- 
reate sermon  as  a  part  of  the  college's  an- 
niversary commencement  on  May  29,  was 
elected  first  president  of  the  LCA  at  its 
constituting  convention  in  1962.  Earlier, 
he  served  for  18  years  as  president  of  one 
of  the  four  Lutheran  church  bodies  which 
merged  to  form  the  LCA.  He  is  also  a 
former  president  of  the  Lutheran  World 
Federation. 

Gifford,  a  native  of  Russiaville,  Ind.,  set- 
tled in  Hickory  in  1929  when  he  purchased 
the  Hickory   Daily   Record. 

After  earning  the  A.B.  degree  at  the 
University  of  Indiana,  he  taught  English 
for  five  years  at  the  University  of  Cincin- 
nati and  the  University  of  Illinois. 

In  1916  he  purchased  the  Seymour  Daily 
Democrat  at  Seymour,  Ind.,  and  in  1919 
sold  it  and  bought  one-third  interest  in  the 
Kocomo  Indiana  Dispatch,  which  he  held 
until  moving  to  Hickory. 

While  operating  the  Hickory  Daily  Rec- 
ord, Gifford  has  been  active  in  civic  and 


cultural  activities.  He  has  been  vice  presi- 
dent of  North  Carolina  Symphony  Orchestra 
and  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Na- 
tional Foundation  of  Infantile  Paralysis. 

He  has  also  served  on  the  State  Hospital 
Board  of  Inquiry,  as  president  of  the  North 
Carolina  Associated  Press  Club,  and  as  a 
member  of  the  Governor's  Higher  Educa- 
tion Commission. 

Gifford  is  past-president  of  the  Hickory 
Rotary  Club  and  the  Hickory  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

In  1948,  he  was  chosen  Man  of  the  Year 
by  the  Hickory  Jaycees  and  in  1964  was 
recipient  of  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Memorial 
Award  for  the  Outstanding  Democrat  in 
Catawba  County.  The  same  year  he  was 
recognized  by  the  Hickory  Arts  Council 
for  outstanding  service  in  the  field  of  art. 

Gifford,  a  member  of  the  board  of  direc- 
tors of  Hyalyn  Porcelain,  Inc.,  WHKY  Ra- 
dio Station,  Sipe  Orchard  Home,  and  Pat- 
terson School  for  Boys,  will  be  granted  the 
doctor  of  humane  letters  degree. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Peery,  who  will  receive  the 
doctor  of  divinity  degree,  is  a  native  of 
Hickory  and  a  son  of  the  late  Dr.  J.  C. 
Peery,  president  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  from 
1920  to   1925. 

He  earned  the  A.B.  degree  at  Newberry 
College,  the  B.D.  degree  at  Lutheran  Theo- 
logical Southern  Seminary  in  Columbia,  S. 
C,  and  the  M.A.  degree  at  Vanderbilt  Uni- 
versity. 

Pastor  Peery,  a  missionary  to  India  since 
1945,  has  been  engaged  in  theological  edu- 
cation for  nearly  15  years.  Earlier  he  spent 
six  years  in  village  evangelistic  work. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Peery  was  a  leader  in  con- 
versations which  resulted  in  the  beginning 
of  Andhra  Christian  Theological  College  lo- 
cated on  the  site  of  Luthergiri  Seminary. 

The  new  interdenominational  school  of 
theology  reflects  the  merger  of  several  de- 
nominational schools  sponsored  by  Metho- 
dists, Anglicans,  Canadian  Baptists,  and 
Lutherans. 

Missionary  Peery  has  been  active  in  the 
Church  of  South  India-Lutheran  discussions 
on  closer  relationships.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National 
Christian  Council  of  India. 

Currently,  he  is  at  Duke  University  where 
he  will  receive  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  June, 
and  then  return  to  teach  in  the  new  Andhra 
Christian  Theological  College. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Fritz,  who  will  also  receive 
the  doctor  of  divinity  degree,  is  a  native 
of  Maywood,  111.  He  earned  the  A.B.  de- 
gree at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  and  the  B.D. 
degree  at  Lutheran  Theological  Southern 
Seminary.  In  1955,  he  earned  the  master 
of  library  science  degree  at  Columbia  Uni- 
versity. 

After  serving  as  pastor  at  Union-Whit- 
mire  Parish,  S.  C,  from  1945  to  1947,  Pas- 
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tor  Fritz  became  assistant  librarian  at  Luth- 
eran Theological  Southern  Seminary  for 
two  years  prior  to  becoming  librarian  in 
1949.  He  achieved  faculty  status  in  1960 
when  he  became  assistant  professor  of  bib- 
liography and  research. 

He  has  been  praised  for  his  accomplish- 
ments in  building  the  book  inventory  of  the 
Lutheran  Theological  Southern  Seminary 
library  over  a  ten-year  period.  The  book 
purchasing  budget  of  the  seminary  was  low 
in  comparison  to  similar  institutions,  but 
the  library  ranks  high  in  its  selection  of 
quality  theological  books. 


To  Address  Grads 

A  veteran  churchman  and  a  professor  of 
philosophy  will  serve  as  principal  speakers 
in  Lenoir  Rhyne's  75th  commencement 
which  begins  on  May  28. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Franklin  Clark  Frye,  presi- 
dent of  the  3,253,000-member  Lutheran 
Church  in  America,  will  preach  at  the  bac- 
calaureate service  to  be  held  Sunday,  May 
29,  at  4:30  p.m. 

Dr.  D.  Elton  Trueblood,  professor  of 
philosophy  at  Earlham  college,  Richmond, 
Ind.,  will  deliver  the  commencement  address 
during  the  graduation  exercises  to  be  held 
at  10  a.m.  on  Monday,  May  30. 

Events  scheduled  for  the  commencement 
weekend  also  include  alumni  activities  on 
Saturday,  May  28,  which  will  emphasize  the 
75th  anniversary  celebration  of  the  college. 

Dr.  Fry  was  elected  president  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  at  the  consti- 
tuting convention  of  the  LCA  in  Detroit, 
Mich.,  in  June,  1962,  after  having  served 
since  1944  as  president  of  the  former  Unit- 
ed Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

While  his  leadership  in  the  ecumenical 
movement  and  world  Lutheranism  has  earn- 
ed him  the  reputation — according  to  Time 
magazine — of  being  "the  most  influential 
leader  of  world  Protestantism,"  and  his 
travels  for  the  church  take  him  to  all  parts 
of  Christendom,  the  United  Lutheran 
Church  for  years  claimed  the  65-year-old 
churchman's  closest  devotion. 

Grandson  of  the  almost  legendary  Jacob 
Frye  of  the  Philadelphia  Lutheran  Semi- 
nary, and  son  of  the  eminent  churchman, 
Franklin  Foster  Fry,  Franklin  Clark  Fry 
has  been  close  to  the  Lutheran  church  from 
boyhood. 

He  often  has  been  quoted  as  saying  that 
his  four  great  loves,  in  this  order,  are  his 
Lord,  his  church,  his  family — and  the  New 
York  Yankees. 

Dr.  Frye's  talents  are  many  and  he  ex- 
pects much  from  his  associates  and  is  im- 
patient with  mediocrity. 

Most  of  his  colleagues  agree  that  he  is 
without   a   peer   as   a  parliamentarian,   and

gets  just  as  big  a  kick  out  of  working  a  new 
York  Times  crossword  puzzle.  (And  he  can 
carry  on  a  lively,  intelligent  conversation  at 
the  same  time). 

Dr.  Fry  graduated  from  Hamilton  Col- 
lege, Clinton,  N.  Y.,  in  1921  and  continued 
his  studies  at  the  American  School  for  Clas- 
sical Studies  in  Athens,  Greece. 

He  graduated  from  Philadelphia  Lutheran 
Theological  Seminary  in  1925  and  was  or- 
dained by  the  United  Lutheran  Synod  of 
New  York  and  New  England  in  1925.  Dur- 
ing the  following  four  years  he  was  pastor 
of  Redeemer  Church  at  Yonkers,  N.  Y. 

He  served  as  pastor  of  Trinity  Lutheran 
Church,  Akron,  O.,  from  1929  to  1944,  re- 
signing that  pastorate  to  accept  election  as 
president  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church 
in  America. 

From  1957  to  1963  he  was  president  of 
the  Lutheran  World  Federation,  represent- 
ing more  than  40,000,000  of  the  world's 
70,000,000   Lutherans. 

He  is  also  active  as  a  member  of  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  and  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  National  Lutheran  Coun- 
cil, a  cooperative  agency  of  two  American 
Lutheran  church  bodies. 

The  prominent  Lutheran  clergyman  is 
actively  interested  in  church  relief  work 
overseas.  In  1951  he  made  a  world  tour 
for  Church  World  Service's  "One  Great 
Hour  of  Sharing"  to  inspect  conditions  and 
needs  of  displaced  persons  and  war  refugees. 
He  made  a  personal  report  on  his  mission 
to  former  President  Truman  and  delivered 
a  national  radio  and  television  address  to  the 
American  people. 

Dr.  Fry,  who  holds  26  honorary  de- 
grees, was  made  an  honorary  member  of 
the  Russian  Orthodox  Theological  Academy 
in  Moscow  in  1964. 

Dr.  Trueblood,  born  of  Quaker  parents 
in  Pleasantville,  Iowa,  earned  the  A.B.  de- 
gree at  Penn  College,  the  bachelor  of  sacred 
theology  degree  at  Harvard  University,  and 
the  Ph.D.  degree  at  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity. 

Prior  to  accepting  a  professorship  at  Earl- 
ham College,  he  was  professor  at  Guilford 
College,   Haverford  College,  Harvard  Uni- 
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versity,  and  Stanford  University. 

Author  of  22  books,  Dr.  Trueblood  has 
recently  written  "General  Philosophy,"  "The 
Humor  of  Christ,"  and  "The  Lord's  Pray- 
ers." 

He  has  received  nine  honorary  doctorates, 
including  degrees  from  Washington  and  Lee 
University,  Miami  University  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Vermont. 

For  a  number  of  years  Dr.  Trueblood  has 
been  active  as  religious  adviser  to  national 
and  international  agencies.  He  served  as 
chairman  of  the  Friends  World  Committee 
for  Consultation  from  1947  to  1952  and 
as  chief  of  religious  information  for  the 
U.  S.  Information  Agency  and  advised  the 
Voice  of  America  in  1954  and  1955. 

From  1956  to  1960  he  was  clerk  of  the 
Indiana  yearly  Meeting  of  Friends. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  board  of  the 
Council  on  Religious  and  International  Af- 
fairs and  a  trustee  of  William  Penn  Col- 
lege. 

In  1952  he  was  honored  by  the  Church 
Federation  of  Greater  Chicago  when  it  pre- 
sented him  the  Outstanding  Christian  Ser- 
vice Award. 

Dr.  Trueblood  is  a  member  of  the  Amer- 
ican Philosophical  Association  and  the  Cos- 
mos Club  of  Washington,  D.  C. 


Joins  History  Faculty 

Dr.  Ellis  G.  Boatmon,  a  native  of  Hatties- 
burg,  Miss.,  has  been  appointed  assistant 
professor  of  history  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  col- 
lege and  will  assume  regular  teaching  duties 
in  the  fall. 

After  earning  the  A.B.  degree  at  the 
University  of  Southern  Mississippi  in  1954, 
Dr.  Boatmon  entered  the  University  of 
South  Carolina  where  he  received  the  M.A. 
and  Ph.D.  degrees. 

His  work  for  the  Ph.D.  degree  concen- 
trated on  four  areas;  United  States  history 
since  1876,  modern  Europe,  Latin  America, 
and  Great  Britain  and  the  Commonwealth. 

He  was  assistant  professor  of  history  at 
Appalachian  State  Teachers  College  for 
four  years  prior  to  returning  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  South  Carolina  in  1965  to  com- 
plete work  on  his  doctorate. 

Dr.  Boatmon  has  a  total  of  11  years 
teaching  experience  on  the  college  level.  In 
addition  to  his  work  at  Appalachian,  he 
taught  five  years  at  the  University  of  South 
Carolina  as  graduate  assistant  and  one  year 
as  instructor  of  history  in  the  Florence, 
S.  C,  extension  of  the  univeristy.  He  serv- 
ed two  years  as  instructor  in  history  at 
Spartanburg  Junior  College.

Prof.  Binkley,  who  had  included  the 
item  in  his  budget  request  for  the  coming  year,  said  that  the  microscope-projector  combina- 
tion works  perfectly  and  is  a  valuable  asset  to  the  biology  classroom.
